THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


General Franklin and Others 
Visit the Spot. 


MUCH PLEASED W ITH TH E SITE. 


A Lovely D ay Att’o rd s R are Views of 
Sea, M ountain and P lain 
F o r Many M iles. 


Yesterday the 
H e r a l d 
announced 
th at a special car had passed through 
this city en route to Santa Monica, car­ 
rying General Franklin, Inspector oí Na 
tional Soldiers’ Homes, and others, who 
would proceed to make a careful survey 
of the Home now being built for the war 
veterans at th at place. 
Knowing the su­ 
preme importance of this m atter to the 
people of this vicinity, a H e r a l d man 
was detailed to visit the Home yesterday 
to learn what the inspecting officers 
think of the site and of the buildings in 
course of construction. On the train 
the reporter found Judge W alter 8. 
Van Dyke, E. E. Hall, 8. W. Luitwieler, 
J . C. Byram, and F. C. G arbutt, who 
were on their way to confer with General 
Franklin touching several m atters con­ 
nected with the Home. W hen the site 
was reached L. T. Garnsey, Dan McFar­ 
land and Judge G. J. Ellis were found at 
the Home, they having driven down 
from the city early in the morning. 
These are the gentlemen who, when the 
Home was placed at Santa Monica, be­ 
came hound to raise $100,000 to be ex­ 
pended in the laying out and ornam ent­ 
ing the grounds of the Home. 
It was in 
reference to this business that the con­ 
ference was held yesterday. 
The train stopped at a litt e station 
immediately below the Home, and the 
party alighting walked up the slope 
about a 
mile and a half to where the 
buildings are going 
up. Just outside 
the fence which encloses the Home a 
deep cut was encountered which looks 
like an embryo canal. 
It is in reality 
the embryo grade of the Los Angeles 
aud Pacific Railroad now being con­ 
structed from this city to Santa Monica 
by way of the Cahuenga, of the Rodeo 
de las Aguas 
aud 
of the Soldiers’ 
Home. A 
large 
gang of 
men is 
now at 
work on 
this project near 
the Cahuenga and ¿he road will be 
opened in a few weeks to Santa Monica. 
It runs within half a mile of the Home. 
On the other, or mountain side of the 
Home site, the great boulevard is to run. 
The Messrs. G arbutt 
and Luitwieler 
have this m atter io hand, and they are 
quite sanguine that in a very short time 
work will begin on this road. 
This will 
afford a fine drive nearly by the base of 
the mountain to the Home and to the 
sea. 
Soon after the party arrived from the 
train General 
Franklin and Colonel 
Brown and the Governor of the Home. 
General Treiclile.weut into conference on 
the business in hand. As the newspaper 
man was not of this conference he was 
most pleasantly turned over to General 
W. W. Averell, Inspector of State Homes 
for 
Soldiers, 
who 
comes 
with 
General 
Franklin 
this 
far, 
but 
will 
proceed 
to 
San 
Francisco 
to-morrow en route to Sacramento to 
visit Governor W aterm an and thence 
to Yountsville in Napa County to visit 
the State Home at that point. From 
General Frauklin the reporter learned 
that there are in all thirteen State Homes 
for disabled and aged volunteer soldiers, 
as follows; 
in Napa County, California, as above; 
at Nordton, Connecticut; at Quincy, 
Illinois; at Chelsea,! M assachusetts; at 
Laneing, M ichigan; at Newark. New Jer­ 
sey ; at Bath, New Y ork; at Sandusky, 
Ohio; at Erie, Pennsylvania; at M ont­ 
pelier, Vermout ; at Waupaca, W ieconsin; 
At Grand Island, 
N ebraska; and at 
Marshalltown, Iowa. 
There are five National Homes in the 
Union. 
O n e‘at Tagus, M e.; one at 
Hampton, V a .; one at Dayton, Ohio; 
one at Milwaukee, W is.; one at Leaven­ 
worth, K a n .; and the one at Santa Mon­ 
ica. So General Franklin ends his tour 
of ins]>ection over these latter here, while 
General Averell begins his at Napa, and 
proceeds thence to Grand Island, to 
Marshalltown, to Waupaca, etc.. etc. 
General Averell will arrive at the Nadeau 
this evening aud proceed to San Francisco 
to-morrow, taking in Santa Barbara on 
the way. General Franklin will remain 
at the Home until Saturday, and then 
will go directly back to the East. He 
lives at Hartford, Conn. 
In the eighteen 
homes catalogued 
above there are now about 17,000 in­ 
mates, and all of them aro greatly 
crowded. 
In time all the States will 
have homes for the aged soldiers. Con­ 
gress at its last session passed a bill al­ 
lowing to all Slates m aintaining homes 
an appropriation of $100 a year for each 
inm ate cared for. 
This will encourage 
the establishm ent of Homes in such 
States as still lack them. 


W H A T H A S K EEN D O N E A T SA N TA M O N ICA. 
While the reporter was waiting for the 
conference to end he took a survey of the 
site, of the new buildiDgs and learned 
these facts. 
As readers of the H e r a l d 
know, the site comprises ;’>00 acres of the 
highest mesa of the Buenos Ayres ranch. 
It stretches from the mountains to the 
level land, or about half way from the 
base of 
the 
mountains to the S. 
P. 
track. 
Its 
western 
boundary 
is about two miles from Santa Monica. 
Its southeastern corner is perhaps a m ;le 
from the Wolfskill residence. 
In the 
mountains and belonging to the Home is 
Mandeville Cafion. 
Here the late Cip- 
tain Blanding, one of the directors of the 
Home, began the 
development of a 
copious supply of pure water. Since the 
death of Captain Blanding this matter 
has been in direct charge of Colonel 
Brown. 
He is an experienced and prac­ 
tical engineer and is making excellent 
progress 
w ith 
this 
im portant work. 
There will be no trouble about taking out 
plenty of water for all purposes of the 
Home. W hen this necessary adjunct of 
their work is got to the grounds much 
improvement will be made. 
A large 
crop of corn was harvested on the land 
this year. 
It was grown entirely with­ 
out water, aud was planted so late, at 
that, that it never got a drop of rain. 
The soil is very rich all along the mesa 
and with water the whole place will 
bloom like a garden. 
General Treichle 
and Colonel Brown are now making 
active preparations to plant a great many 
trees this winter. 
The grounds will be 
handsomely laid out and set with rows 
of tli© prettiest ornamental trees. Palms, 
Norfolk Island pines, aracarias and gre- 
velias will cut a big figure. Pepper 


trees will form a feature, and in the far 
background 
the 
eucalyptus will be 
planted. 
Already there are forty-one old soldiers 
at the Home. 
Temporary quarters have 
been prepared for them , and they are as 
happy as can be on the sunnv slope of 
the Buenos Ayres. Two of the big Gov­ 
ernm ent buildings are nearly finished, 
and two others are well under way. 
These cost $25,888 each, and are intended 
to accommodate 200 soldiers each. Two 
of these will be thrown open in about a 
month, and soon after that there will be 
4p<) veterans at the Home. 
In a short 
time more the other two buildings will 
be done when there will be accommoda- 


u°m j* ^or 
soldiers. 
These four 
buildings 
form a 
quadrangle, 
and 
pelow 
these are 
to be constructed 
four 
others 
with a 
larger 
quad­ 
rangle 
between 
the 
two 
groupes, 
eight buildings covering a space of ten 
acres. Behind the upper pair of those 
will soon be built a great dining hall and 
kitchen. 
There will be mess room for 
2,500 comrades. 
It is the plan of the 
Government to build in all twenty-five of 
these great structures at the Home, thus 
providing for 5,000 men. There are old, 
sick and poor veterans to fill them all, 
and it is to 
be 
hoped 
that 
the 
next 
Congress 
will 
vote 
not 
less than $250,000 for these pnrposes. 
Senator John P. Jones, of Nevada, is 
well acquainted with the site of * the 
Home, and he will be of great value in 
helping to procure this appropriation. 


W H A T G E N E R A L F R A N K IJN T H IN K S . 
General Franklin was one of the gentle­ 
men who a year ago selected the Home. 
While he thought well of it he was known 
as not being so enthusiastic as some of 
his companions. 
It will be remembered 
th at the day on which the committee 
visited Santa Monica, was very rainy, 
and ^ no view of the 
landscape was 
possible. 
Yesterday was a delightful 
one. 
There was scarcely a cloud in the 
sky and the sun shone warm and bright 
all day long. 
The m ountains stood out 
in bold relief around a full half of the 
horizon, and the city of Los Angeles 
arose distinct to view on her hills in the 
middle distance. 
The whole coast as far 
as Newport Bay could be scanned in the 
white light of the cloudless day, and then 
to the westward the broad, calm Pacific 
pulsated under the rays of the sun. While 
sitting on the veranda of the pretty cot­ 
tage which serves as General^Triechle’s 
quarters, General Averell said : 
''J u s t think, this morning Gen. F ran k ­ 
lin got a telegram from his wife at H art­ 
ford telling him of the terrible blizzard 
that is laying New England desolate, and 
here we sit in as warm sunshine as if it 
were May. The graes is green all over 
these plains and the barley is springing 
up in the fields below us.” 
“ Y es,” said the reporter, ‘‘and if you 
desire to take a plunge in the sea thereat 
Santa Monica you will find the water of a 
most delightful tem perature. It is th at 
way all the months of the year. 
I have 
seen children in there bathing in Feb­ 
ruary as if it were Ju n e.” 
Thu conference being at an end, and 
the 
gentlemen having explained the 
matter in hand fully and satisfactorily to 
General Franklin, the reporter waa able 
to get a word with him before the train 
leffc.^ He said he was never bo surprised 
in his life as when he saw the landscape 
andtlie sea spread before him from the site 
of the home. 
He liked it a year ago, but 
he had no conception until yesterday of 
the grandeur and beauty of the scene. The 
whole thing taken 
together he pro­ 
nounced the finest he had ever seen. 
The magnificent mountain scenery on 
one side, the fertile and broad plain on 
the o th er; the fair city of Los Angeles 
here and the broad ocean there, did in­ 
deed present a most charming panorama, 
and General Franklin 
seemed 
fully 
aware of all its combined attractions. 
General Averell is one of the most 
enthusiastic converts whoever visited the 
Coast. This is his first glimpse of Cali­ 
fornia, and he is fascinated. There is a 
little knoll between the Home and the 
ocean which he wants to own as his 
home. It is on the San Vicente ranch, 
the property of 
Senator 
JoneB and 
Colonel Baker. They could drive a good 
bargain with the General, for his is love 
at first sight, and he “ has it bad.” But 
the Senator and the Colonel are too 
generous for that. 
The Home team was driven up and 
the party rapidly whirled to Santa Monica 
to catch the train, which conveyed them 
all to the city at 4 :40.

An abstract containing over 20,000 
pages has been completed by the Los 
Angeles Abstract Company, which is 
now exhibiting it as the largest ever 
made in California, and probably in the 
United States.

time was spent in translating Spanish 
documents into English. Accompanying 
it are maps and plats to which the text 
refers, and the whole forms a very inter­ 
esting exhibit.

The plant is the largest west of Chicago, 
and the seventh largest in the United 
S tales, and there are now over one hun­ 
dred men on the pay roll. 
The factory has an excellent plan of 
placing m achinery, and the departments 
are so situated as to cause the least work 
in moving the material, and there is a 
steady stream of lumber from che dry 
kiln to the shipping room, 
The motive 
power is a 100 horse power Allis-Corlis 
engine, and the shafting is all on the 
ceiling of the basement, thus avoiding 
possibilities of accidents from the belting. 
And every other portion is on as care­ 
ful a scale. 
The building is divided into depart­ 
m ents, such as the designing, machinery, 
upholstery, setting-up, cabinet makers, 
engravers, finishers, etc., and the com­ 
pany is prepared to make anything in 
the line from a common chair to the 
finest drawing-room set, guaranteeing 
superior work and cheaper prices than 
any other house.

T H E BU FFETIKK S. 


A L e a r n e il P u n d i t A f te r a ‘ ‘H e r a ld * ’ 
It* p o r t e r . 
E d ito r H e r a ld :—In an article in yes­ 
terday ’8 issue of the 
H e r a l d , your re­ 
porter managed to mix the etymology of 
words and the meat market question in a 
m anner truly instructive. 
For the sake, however, of unburdening 
himself of a vile pun he attributed the 
derivation of the word “ buffetierB” to 
“ buffet,” a knock. 
Let me correct him , and as there is a 
large cla<.B of words of which “ beef­ 
eater” is a type, allow me to show the 
process by which such corruptions ob­ 
tain a place in our language. 
But first 
let me derive "buffet,” i. e. sideboard. 
In ancient times wine bottles were 
made from leather, which in Western 
Europe at least, was prepared from the 
skin of the ox or buffalo, the Norman 
French nam e of which was b teu f. 
A 
leather bottle which contained wine was 
called “ buffet,” which name in the later 
times became applicable to any recepta­ 
cle for wine, and hence was pre-em inent­ 
ly applied to, and has rem ained the 
French term for “ sideboard.” 
“ Buffet,” meaning a knock, is from 
“ buff” or “ pouf!” which repoesents the 
sound made by a blow, and is probably 
less removed from its interjectional origin 
than the word for sideboard. To return 
to the word “ beef eafera:” The “ Yeo­ 
men qf the Guard” in England was, as i t ; 
is to-day, a corps of the finest British j 
troops, and a part of the duties of its 
members was to wait upon or to watch j 
the King’s sidebo rd, and thus its m em ' 
bers received the nickname of “ buffe- 
tiers.” But as French was the language 
of the Court only, and not that of the 
masses of the English people, the latter 
were ignorant of the word “ b u f f e t c o n ­ 
sequently when they heard the word 
“ buffetiers” and saw the great, well-fed 
fellows of the Guard, they connected 
their handsome appearance with their 
name, which sounded to them like “ beef­ 
eaters.” 
The word “ beef” had come 
down to the masses, while its derivative, 
“ buffet,” had disappeared among them — 
if they ever knew it. 
This attem pt to transfer foreign or 
technical words into words and phrases 
with which one is fam iliar is what Dr. 
Latham styles: 
“ Words 
of 
foreign 
origin simulating a vernacular origin.” 
Who has not heard “ asparagus” called 
sparrow-grass,” the former not being in 
accordance with the genius of our lan­ 
guage is therefore metamorphosed by the 
the unenquiring into words with which 
they are conversant? 
So “ camphor” becoAes “ cam p-fire;” 
'Chateau vert” 'a hill near Oxford, E n­ 
gland) becomes“ Shotover;” “ Rondeau” 
becomes “ Round O ;” “ calking” a ves­ 
sel becomes “ corking” it; “ God-kepe” 
(i. e. good bargain; becomes “ dog-cheap,” 
and "U ncus,” the Latin word for hook, 
which instrum ent was used by pawn­ 
brokers to pick up articles before spouts 
were invented, becomes “ uncles.” 
The slang phrase “ gone to my uncles” 
is now being superceded by its exact 
equivalent, nam ely, "gone up the spout.” 
The W orld’s Exposition held in P hila­ 
delphia in 1876 was very generally spok­ 
en of as the “ St. Samuel.” I am , yours

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A DISTINGUISHED VISITOR. 
T h e E arl of K uufurley Looking 
About the Mt-lgliborliood. 
The Karl of Ranfurley, an Irish peer 
whose estate lies la the County of Tyrone 
in Ulster, spent part of the day yester 
day in Los Angeles and was seen at the 
Nadeau House by a representative of the 
H e r a ld . He is the owner of a consider­ 
able tract of land in Victoria, Australia, 
which he has put into semi-tropic fruits, 
and the object of his visit to Southern 
California is to see the methods of irri­ 
gation and cultivation in vogue here and 
to purchase vines, and orange and lemon 
trees to be shipped to his place in the 
South Temperate /one. 
Lord Ranfurley is an affable pleasant 
gentleman, but very thoroughly a man 
of business. He had intended to spend 
eome time in this country and to go from 
here to Florida, but his trip is cut short 
by news by cable from England, and he 
will go from Southern California direct 
to New York, whence he will sail to his 
native country. 
“I cannot say very much about your 
country here,” he said in answer to a 
question on that subject, “ because I 
have seen very little of 
it 
Í'et. I got 
into 
San 
Francisco 
ast Saturday after a smooth but rather 
tedious voyage. I shall remain a short 
time in Riverside and Ontario and there 
find, I hope, the trees I am in search of. 
From what I have seen of the climate 
here and from what I have read I imag­ 
ine it is much the same that prevails in 
Victoria, except that you have more rain. 
Only two inches and a fraction fell last 
year from January to September, which 
is the period during which all the rain 
comes.” 
“That makes your land entirely de­ 
pendent upon irrigation ?” 
“Entirely; but we are well supplied 
with water, and as yet there has been no 
such complications over riparian rights 
as have disturbed your people here. I 
do not think there ever Will be difficul­ 
ties of that sort. I went to Australia in 
the first place rather by accident, as I had 
started out for a hunting expedition else­ 
where. A friend of mine asked me to 
look into the Chaffee Brothers’ irrigation 
colonies, which were located in Victoria, 
to see whether it 
would 
be a 
g 


ood 
place 
for 
him 
to 
send 
is son. The Chaffee Brothers are Can­ 
adians and they have been m an elously 
successful in their colonization efforts 
elsewhere. You know the work they 
have done in Southern California at 
Riverside and Ontario? They have live 
hundred thousand acres in Victoria in 
two colonies. I became satisfied after 
investigating the matter and listening to 
all that was said against the scheme that 
it was a good thing and I decided to go 
into it. 1 can hardly say how much land 
I have as my contracts on a good part of 
it are not completed yet. In fruits I 
have between one hundred and two hun­ 
dred acres. 
“ I think that country is destined to be 
a great rival to this in the markets of the 
world for fruit products of the semi­ 
tropic order. Its extent of territory is 
vast, and the climate is precisely what is 
needed. It is developed almost entirely 
on the colony system, and as yet is not 
very thickly settled. It is a country of 
great promise.” 
“ Have you heard much of Los Angeles 
in your wanderings about the world?” 
“The fame of Los Angeles,” said his 
Lordship, with a laugh, “ has spread all 
over the globe, and everywhere we hear 
of the magnificent fortunes that have 
been made here in land. If I had been 
sufficiently credulous, I would have ex­ 
pected to find a city of millionaires. 
However, I shall be better able to judge 
of the merits of the country and of its 
possibilities when I have seen more of 
it.”Lord Ranfurley left yesterday after­ 
noon for Riverside, where he will remain 
several days and then come back to On­ 
tario.

A Charge of B attery w hich Fell to 
• he (¡round. 
Mrs. Catherine Underwood of No. 33 
Ann street was tried yesterday in Justice 
Taney’s court before a jury on a charge 
of assault and battery and found not 
guilty. The charge was brought against 
her by Dr. W. E. Reed of No. 4 Boneello 
avenue,who accused her of having thrown 
a rock at him one day about a week ago 
when the two met on Ann street. 
This is an episode in a long story of 
quarrels and troubles in which William 
Underwood and his wife have been figur­ 
ing for some time. It is claimed that 
Mr. Underwood’s mind is affected and 
that he is not entirely responsible for his 
actions. He is an old G. A. R. man and 
has many friends in the city. Over 
a year ago his petition for pension arrears 
was granted and he received the sum of 
$1,360 in a lump. His wife thought his 
judgment in the matter of the proper 
disposal of this money was not to be 
trusted, and Dr. Reed, who claimed to 
have Underwood’s interests very thor­ 
oughly at heart, thought so too. In spite 
of the protests of Mrs. Underwood the 
money was turned over to the charge of 
Dr. Reed, who invested it somewhere in 
Missouri. It was in the days when prop­ 
erty in Los ADgeles was steadily advanc­ 
ing in value and she believed that it 
might be invested with better advantage 
here. 
Out of the familv quarrels there finally 
grew a suit for divorce, which Under­ 
wood himself brought against his wife, 
claiming that she had ill-treated him. 
In the trial of the case the matter of the 
investment of the money came out, and 
there was a very acrimonious exchange 
of incivilities between the Doctor and 
Mrs. Underwood. She declared that 
Dr. Reed was a false friend and had 
made off with the money, thus robbing 
her and her children. The suit fell 
through, but the parties to it refused to 
live together again and have ever since 
been separated. 
Just prior to this Mrs. Underwood 
brought a charge of insanity against her 
husband and made an effort to have him 
sent to Stockton. Dr. Reed again threw 
himself in the breach and did his best to 
prove that Underwood wab compos mentis, 
and it was so decided by the Commis­ 
sioners. This made the quarrel more 
bitter. 
A few days ago Mrs. Underwood came 
upon Dr. Reed on Ann street, just as he 
was about to climb into his buggy. Her 
little daughters were with her. At the 
Bight of the man who had caused her, 
as phe thought, all this trouble which 
had come to her so late in life when she 
was least able to endure it, she lost her 
self'control and spoke her feelings. 
“There he is,” she said to the girls; 
“ there is the scoundrel who has made 
me all this trouble.” 
She came very near him as she spoke, 
and the Doctor turned and pushed her 
away. Thereupon she grabbed up a 
clod of dirt—a stone, he declares—and 
threw it at him. It struck the brim 
of his hat. According to her account she 
seized his whiskers and shook his beard 
and told him in ftiain terms her opinion 
of him.

The matter of the application of Col. 
Marble, Mr. Scott and others for a fran­ 
chise along the east bank oi the river for 
railroad which is to go to Utah, is cre­ 
ating some excitement among those who 
own property along the river over which 
the line will have to run. One gentle­ 
man who pwns a piece of land over 
which the road will have to pass for 1,000

SORE THROAT. 
Inflammatory action of snyklnd In the nose 
really extends itself to the throat. From 
JCthroat each brtath we draw carries the 
Irritation onward and downward through the 
bronchial tubes; as these are involved the sup­ 
ply of air to the lungs becomes gradually di­ 
minished, tubercnles may form and bronchitis 
end in consumption. "3ore throat” Is the 
popular term used in speaking of throat dis- 
easts, differing widely from each other in 
their nature and treatment. 
The throat comprises the whole space from 
the posterior uares down to the entrance Into 
the windpipe aud gullet. The several parts 
liable to disease are the mucous membrane 
lining the throat, the mncous fo.llcles or little 
f lands, which in health, secrete the lubrlcat- 
ng mucous, the uvula or pedulns part which 
hangs down from the curtain of the palate and 
the tonsils. 
ACUTE OR SIMPLE SORE THROAT. 
The most simple form of throat disease is 
inflammation of the mucous membrane, re­ 
sulting from recent cold. It is most prevalent 
in cold or damn weather. The symptoms are 
a roughness In tne throat, with a slight pain 
and swelling. The throat looks red and angry 
and the tongue is slightly coated with white 
fnr. Within a lew days small whitish spots, 
which look like nlcers. form on the back of the 
throat and about the root of the tongue. If the 
attack be mild, these aphthous points disap­ 
pear at the end of three or four dayB, but when 
more severe they leave behind them superficial 
ulcers. When the acute inflammation is not 
entirely removed It 1b likely to degeneate into 
a chronic form, aud gradually develop what Is 
called granular disease, or it may end In an 
abscess of the tonsil glands, or cause chronic 
enlargement of the tonsils and elongation of 
the uvnla. 
CHRONIC SORE THROAT. 
This like nearly all affections of the throit 
and nose, usually begins with a severe cold, 
and Is almost always attended with a hoarse­ 
ness. It is more frequently a mere extension 
of catarrh or sore throat than an original dis­ 
ease. the irritation escaping down and fixing 
Itself upon the delicate organism of this part, 
and thence gradually journeying on ward to 
the lungs. When it occurs as a consequence of 
catarrh or sore throat, the symptoms are com­ 
paratively mild. There may be pain but it Is 
more common to find only a sense of tickling 
which provokes cough. Many complain of s 
sensation as of ‘‘something sticking there," to 
get rid of which they keep up a xasping effort 
to clear the windpipe. The voice is always 
more or less affected, being rough in the early 
stage, bnt more feeble after the disease is fully 
established. There is often a slight tenderness 
over that prominence of the neck known as the 
"Apple of Adam" (Pomnm Adam), a heat and 
a sense of tightness and frequently some slight 
difficulty in swallowing. 
The causes which produce this form of dis­ 
ease are various. It arises in clergymen and 
public speakers and others from too violent 
use of the voice. The vocal cords become ex­ 
hausted end lose their tone from straining and 
overuse. Dust and all irritating matters in the 
air are liable to he drawn Into tho windpipe 
and produce irritation. It is more often a 
mere sequel to sore throat, the inflammation 
extending down to the larnyx by reason of the 
continuity of mucous membrane. 
But from whatever cause it arises it is 
always a serious malady. The chronic form 
threatens the complete destruction of the 
voice, and rarely euds until it has Involved 
the lungs In disease. Every slight cold, every 
change In the weather, every night of duBt, 
feeds the irritation and increases the inveter­ 
acy of its hold. 
On the other hand chronic laryugltls fre­ 
quently occurs as a sequel of consumption, 
and Is produced, or at least very much aggra­ 
vated, by the Irritation of the expectorated 
matter. Occurring as a consequence of tuber­ 
cles, it Is one of the most distressing complica­ 
tions and adds greatly to the patient’s distress. 
In this form there Is more or less ulceration of 
the vocal chords, beginning on the lower side 
and gradually extending upward. These nlcers 
often penetrate through the mucous and cellu­ 
lar membranes, involving the muscular tissue 
and not infroqneutly attaek the ligaments and 
cartilages themselves. 
When the laryngeal disease is secondary to 
that of the lungs, and dependent upon it, we 
can only hope to effect a cure by those meanB 
which will remove its canse, and these we 
have considered, and shall more fully consider, 
under the head of "Consumption.’’ 
In addition to inflammation, acute or 
chronic, the larynx Is liable to abscesses, to 
warty growths and to polipi. 
Under the 
action of long continued irritation the vocal 
cords become thickened, rendering the voice 
husky and indistinct. And ngain, we may 
have complete loss of voice from palsy of the 
cords, constituting an affection known to the 
physicians by the term of "A phonia.” Unless 
the remedies are applied to the seat of the 
disease it is useless to try to effect a cure. It is 
for this reason that jndicious Inhalations are 
successful when all other means have been 
tried without avail. 
TONSILITIS 
Is an acute inflammation oi the touBils, 
which consists of a collection or mass of small 
mucous follicles or glands whose oflice is to 
secrete a portion of the finid which keeps the 
threat moist. There are persons who suffer 
every winter, sometimes oftener, with an 
attack of acute Inflammation of these glands. 
The trouble begins with & slight Boreness and 
swelling, which gradually increases until the 
act of swallowing is attended with great suffer 
ing.These glands are sometimes affected by a 
chronic Inflammation, and are found enlarged 
aud very much hardened. In such cases the; 
secrete a thin, unhealthy, Irritating fluid, 
which is spread over the throat, perpetuating 
the disease. In the throats of many young 
persons these glands are permanently so large 
as to render respiration exceedingly difficult. 
The defective breathing of children thus 
a fleeted often occasions contraction of the 
choBt, and lays the foundation for consump­ 
tion. The eurtachian tubes (the mouths of 
which are Just above the palate) arc often in­ 
flamed, aud partial deafness is the result. 
Many patients suffering from a throat dis­ 
ease are dyspeptic, and suffer from depression 
of spirits Ho often doeB tnis symptom present 
Itself that It may almost be regarded as one of 
the )>ecullar lies. Persons thus afflicted have 
usually the dark and dingy look of the face 
which denotes functional derangement of the 
liver. They arc frequently emaciated, nerv­ 
ous, hypocnrondriacal, irritable and often ex­ 
hausted from other causes, ia combination 
with this disease. 
GRANULAR 8ORE*THR0AT 
Is the most serious lorm or inroat disease. It Is 
so called because on looking into the throat 
granulations of various sizes are seen, studding 
the membrane and canting it to appear rongb 
and uneven. 
Sometimes these granulations

lar a n d distinct. W h e n allowed to progress the 
m u co n s follicles ol th e larynx Boon become in­ 
volved, and then wo have added to the other 
symptoms a huskiness of the voice in speaking 
or reading alond, with a frequent effort to clear 
the windpipe, by which a thick, sticky, bluish- 
colored mucous 1b forced off with considerable 
difficulty. The transition from a simple to a 
granular sore throat Is very easy. The patient 
becomes conscious of vexatious titillation, pro­ 
ducing a desire to clear the throat several times 
during the course of the day. He may not no­ 
tice thlB himself, but it is. nevertheless, ob­ 
served by his friends. Some months later this 
disposition is found to have Increased, and to 
be attended with an occasional desire to swal­ 
low, the patient—to use his own words—feeling 
something sticking In his throat.

The Democratic Convención. 
The Democratic Convention to nomi­ 
nate candidates for city offices will meet 
in Turaverein Hall at 1 o’clock this 
afternoon. Should the Convention nom­ 
inate a strong ticket it will stand a good 
chance of 
winning, 
notwithstand­ 
ing the large Republican 
majority 
rolled up hore at the Presidential 
election. 
The vote polled at such 
an election is no criterion of the way the 
same vote will go at a municipal election. 
The city is divided into two classes, 
liberal class and an illiberal class. One 
is in favor of governing with the least re­ 
straint compatible with public morals and 
good order; the other is in favor of a 
hide-bound policy, of subjecting the 
community to narrow restrictions aud 
constrained lines. One class believes 
in the largest liberty consistent with 
the right of all; the other believes cnly 
in that liberty which tallies with its own 
contracted prejudices. The latter is in­ 
tolerant ; the former is the reverse. It 
is needless to Eay that if these are the 
Issues before the community there will 
be a division among the people outside of 
strict party lines, and that a large per­ 
centage of Republicans will refuse to 
follow in a local election its leaders in 
such a contest. 
We recognize the fact that the Repub­ 
licans have nominated a ticket of some 
personal strength. In order to have a 
fair chance to win, the Democrats must 
also put in the field a ticket of represen­ 
tative men who have the confidence of 
the community and who will poll the 
liberal vote of both parties. It is for the 
Convention to find such men and to 
nominate them.

The Noldlcr»’ Borne. 
The visit of the Committee of Man 
agers of the Soldiers’ Home to inspect 
the work already done has proven alto­ 
gether satisfactory. 
They are better 
pleased with the site now than they 
were when they first viewed it. At that 
time it rained and the atmosphere was so 
dense as to shut out the beauties of the 
surroundings. Yesterday, however, the 
weather was clear and the view of the 
ocean and the back mountains unob­ 
structed. 
The gentlemen expressed 
themselves delighted with the progress 
made on the grounds. Two large build­ 
ings are already finished, and they will 
be formally opened to the veterans in 
about a month. There are already some 
forty ex-soldiers living there, who 
have been comfortably provided for. 
Some twenty-five buildings for the accom­ 
modation of the old soldiers will be 
erected. When these are finished, it is 
contemplated that they will furnish quar­ 
ters for about five thoueand men- 
average of about two hundred to each 
building. This will make quite a com­ 
munity of itself. The water development 
is going on satisfactorily, and the grounds 
are being improved as fastas can be done 
consistent with the expediting of the 
more exigent work of furnishing comfort­ 
able quarters for the soldiers who are to 
be given homes. 
In a few years the Soldiers’ Horne 
near Santa Monica will be one of the 
most beautiful and attractive places in 
tlie country. The ample grounds will 
be dotted with handsome buildings, and 
meandering roads and beautiful walks 
will intersect the whole immense area. 
It will be supplied with lakes and 
groveB, and everything that can con­ 
tribute to its picturesqueness aud at­ 
tractiveness will be made features of its 
beautiful surroundings. It will become 
one of the famous resorts of our people, 
where they will go to saunter in its ave­ 
nues, to rest under its shadeB, and to 
listen to the music of its bands. 
In the meantime practical steps should 
lie taken by our Supervisors, in conjunc­ 
tion with the people who own land be­ 
tween this city and the Home, to lay out 
a boulevard that will afford a delightful 
drive from Los Angeles clear to Santa 
Monica.

THAT SECOND RESCRIPT. 
Will tlie Pope .Hake Ills WUIies 
Concerning Ireland Known. 
D ub lin, November 27.—The report 
that a second papal rescript was sent to 
the Irish Bishops, a fortnight ago, is 
now confirmed. It was intended that 
the rescript of the document should not 
he made known, but that the Bishops 
should proceed to force commands con­ 
tained in the first rescript without allud­ 
ing to the existence of the second one. 
But this plan was spoiled through the 
indiscretion of a servant of the Bishop 
of Limerick, who divulged a part of the 
contents of the rescript. It is probable 
that the publication of a part of the 
document will force the Pope: to reaffirm 
publicly his wishes regarding Ireland. 


L ittle doubt exists that the disease 
which has been affecting the vines in 
this section is a fungus growth on the 
roots and stems of the plant. It is best 
first to learn exactly what the trouble is; 
for until this is known no one can pre­ 
scribe a remedy. 
If this surmise is 
correct then the course to pursue is 
clear. To destroy this fungus growth, 
plenty of lime in the soil, and a little 
bluestone about the plant are all tliat 
will be necessary. 
Fungus is a product 
of impoverished soils and attaches itself 
to plants whose vital forces are low. It 
is a well known fact that the soil of this 
section is lacking in lime. There is but 
little lic e rock in Los Angeles county 
and there are few 
large streams 
to carry what there is disintegrated 
from this to the lands below where it ii 
found in the mountains. All sections 
whose soils are mostly disintegrated 
granite, as ours, need the addition of 
lime. It haB been thought here that our 
soils were so rich that they could not be 
worn out or impoverished. As a matter 
of fact we have been for a century doiDg 
the very thing of all which will to a cer­ 
tainty impoverish soils. That is flood­ 
ing the vineyards and orchards with 
water, put on in the usual way of irriga­ 
ting. It washes and leeches the ground 
taking all its feriile components away. 
No soils will stand cropping forever un­ 
der any system, least of all under that 
of irrigating so much in vogue here. Our 
soils, at this moment are greatly in need 
of fertilizing, and there is little doubt, 
that the introduction of the lacking ingre­ 
dients in the soil will remedy whatever 
of evil there now is. 


Ecpro»v In UrltlMli Columbia. 
C h icag o, November 2 7.—The Timen 
Ottawa, Ont., special says: Word has 
been received that Chinese lepers in 
British Columbia have communicated 
the terrible malady to the Indians. Sen­ 
ator Mclunis from British Columbia 
states that out of the total population of 
the province, which he places at 40.000, 
he believes there will not be 5,000 liv­ 
ing in a quarter of a century as the result 
of leprosy. The Columbia authorities 
for several years have been officially in 
formed of the preseDgeof Chinese lepers, 
but took little or no action against them, 
fearing that agitation of the subject 
would turn away the tide of immigration 
coming from Europe. 


A General Strike Not Imminent. 
N ew Y o r k, November 27.—Chief Ar­ 
thur, of the Brotherhood of Engineers, 
arrived here from Indianapolis this after­ 
noon. It was rumored that he had come 
to hold a conference with Grand Master 
Sargent of the Firemen's Brotherhood to 
decide whether or not to call out all of 
the men employed on the Western 
roads with which the Order now has 
differences, and cause a general strike, 
but Mr. Arthur said : 
‘I am 
n ot 
here for any such 
purpose, and have not Been Mr. Sar­ 
gent. I can not say at p resent w hat the 
outcom e of the trouble w ill be, but am 
of the op in ion that a general strik e w ill 
not occur.” 


THE ALLENTOWN SURELY LOST. 


Belated Election R eturns— Barry’s 
Plan* for the Futnre. 
Notes. 


Associated Press DlsDatebee to the H erald. 1 
CoiiAssKTr, Mass., November 27.— All 
day long wreckage of various descriptions 
has been coming ashore along the beach 
and more particularly at Sandy Cove 
Huge timbers, spars, cabin furniture, 
fine inside furnishing, chairs, life pre­ 
servers and other articles appertaining to 
a steamer’s outfit, and many of them 
stamped with the word “ Allentown,” 
have been seen in the breakers off shore 
and scattered along the water front. This 
wreckage tells too plainly that the fine 
iron steamer Allentown has been broken 
up on one of the huge sunken ledges of 
this port, alwaj'B a terror to mariners. 
Captain Nathaniel W. Treat, one of 
Cohasset’s oldest sea-faring men, and 
from whom the first intimation of the 
disaster came, said, in his opiifion, the 
vessel had foundered either on the sea 
ledges or on grampus, which are long, 
sunken ledges lying about three miles 
from the nearest point of the main land. 
If such is the case, the vessel must have 
gone down with all on board within a 
very few minutes after striking. Since 
the early reports of the supposed catas­ 
trophe many of the villagers have been 
seen, and they say they distinctly heard 
a steamer’s whistle shortly after noon on 
Sunday, repeated at brief intervals of an 
hour or more, a9 if signaling for assis­ 
tance or a pilot. The weather was so 
thick at the time that nothing could be 
seen at so great a distance from shore, 
anil if any observation could have been 
made, no boat could have lived in the 
tremendous sea then prevailing. 
The schooner I^asona, before reported 
as stranded on Pleasant Beach, has gone 
to piecep. Her deck was lifted clear off' 
the vessel and piled in a confused mass 
on the beach beside the hull of another 
schooner. 
Summer cottages and similar struc­ 
tures on the water front are wrecked and 
their ruins line the beach. Many of the 
beautiful drives to summer residences 
are washed away or badly gutted anff 
covered with wreckage. The great dam­ 
age to land property is along Crescent 
B;ach, between Green Hill and Gun 
Rock. 
Along 
this 
stretch 
is a

of 
from twenty 
to 
thirty 
small 
summer cottages, 
averaging 
in size about twenty 
by thirty 
feet. There is not a siDgle one of these 
that does not bear marks of the terrible 
force of the storm. Some of them were 
lifted from their foundations and carried 
back several feet. The total loss to 
property on this neacb will reach many 
thousands of dollars. 
At the Hotel Nanfasket the covered 
promenade connecting it with the Rock­ 
land cafe was partly destroyed by the 
wind. The roadbed of the Nantaskei 
Beach branch of the Old Colony railroad 
is entirely washed out from the Hotel 
Standish to a point half a mile northeast 
of the Ocean House*

THE OY.NTEU REBEL MON. 
Heroic Treatment In Store for the 
Kebel Dredger». 
B altim ore, Md., November 27.—Gov­ 
ernor Jackson, in an interview to-day, 
said the situation of the oyster rebellion 
which confronts the ^tate authorities is 
this: 
There are 800 oyster vessels 
whose crews aggregating about 50,000 
armed men are banded together to 
dredga on certain grounds and to drive 
off any State force set against them. To 
oppose them the State has fourteen ves­ 
sels, most of them small sloops, manned 
by about one hundred men. We have 
reached the stage where this force can­ 
not cope with the marauders, and I 
shall adopt heroic measures for the en­ 
forcement of the law. I have reason to 
believe that the Secretary of War at 
Washington will grant us the use of five, 
six or eight-pound cannons which will 
be placed on State steamers and at Bpots 
on tlie shore to be selected hereafter. 


A&sociated Press DlspatcQes to the Heraldí 
A u b u r n, N. Y .. November 27.—The 
first of the famous opium smuggling cases 
was moved at the opening of the United 
States Court this morning. The defend­ 
ant is Edwin A. Gardner, who has been 
indicted for smuggling an aggregate of 
3,500 pounds of opium. Gardner was 
once a special agent of the Government, 
when he acquired full knowledge of the 
methods of customs collectors. One of 
the branches of the case is a trial for con­ 
spiracy for an alleged combination to steal 
captured opium packages from the Og- 
densburg custom house, and substituting 
blocks of wood, for the double purpose of 
getting the opium and destroying evi­ 
dence. Deputy Internal Revenue Col­ 
lector Lyttle, whose office is next to 
the room in which the opium was stored, 
Lawyer Stone and Janitor Comiskey 
were arrested on the charge of conspi­ 
racy and theft. 
Gardner, who had 
given bail, was subsequently again ar­ 
rested at Chicago while trying to sell 
opium. John C. Haines, a prominent 
lawyer of Seattle, W. T., is also one of 
the defendants in this part of the case. 
Gardner was brought into court at 10 
o’clock this morning. 
His eyes are 
weak and he wore a bandage over them. 
Ex-Congressman Crowley, of Lock port, 
appeared as his counsel. United States 
District Attorney Lockwood and Assist­ 
ant Hoyt represented the Government. 
A jury was obtained in an hour 
and Assistant Hoyt opened the case by 
relating the story of the smuggling oper­ 
ations. The first witness called for the 
Government was J. Chandler Houghton, 
special agent of the Treasury Depart­ 
ment. He testified to arresting Gardner 
and his cousin, Ephraim Redwood, and 
confiscating their trunks. He searched 
Ephraim’s barn and found 780 pounds of 
opium concealed amongst the baled hay. 
Four trunks of opium were brought into 
court and identified as confiscated goods. 
Albert Rowland, Deputy Collector at 
Morristown, who was with Houghton 
when he made the arrest, corroborated 
the testimony. 
After recess many witnesses for the 
Government were examined. William 
H. Daniels, ex-Collector of the Port of 
Ogdensburg, testified that Gardner had 
told him about a lot of opium being 
shipped to San Francisco and if the mat­ 
ter of his arrest could be kept quiet he 
would tell at the proper time who 
shipped it. 
The Government closed the case this 
evening and ex-Congressman Richard 
Crowley, of 
Lockport, counsel for 
Gardner, asked the court to direct 
a verdict of not guilty, on the ground 
that the indictment did not fallow the 
language of the statutes and did not 
charge the defendant with bringing an 
article iuto the United States upon 
which duty is levied. The indictment 
describes smuggled opium as smoking 
opium. In the revised statutes it is de­ 
scribed as “opium prepared for smok­ 
ing.” The court denied the motion and 
an adjournment was taksn till to-morrow 
morning.

Startling? Revelation» Hade By the 
Slate’» Informer. 
C hicag o, November 27.—The trial of 
John Hronek for conspiracy to blow up 
Judges Gary and Grinnell and Police In­ 
spector Bonfield with dynamite, was con­ 
tinued to day. The first witness was 
Frank Chleboun, one of the conspirators, 
who turned State’s evidence, nrd testi­ 
fied as to the circumstances uuder which 
he first met the prisoner. Afterwards 
he met Copek and became intimate 
with both. He was a frequent vis­ 
itor at 
Ilronek’s house. The last 
Sunday in May, Hronek told the witness 
how he had a great scheme to burn up a 
lumber yard, but it had been discovered. 
He had also missed a chance to kill Bon­ 
field and was afraid he never would have 
another. He testified at length concern­ 
ing their experiments with dynamite, and 
then said that on several occasions 
Hronek had said that he must have re­ 
venge for the death of the Anarchists. 
He showed picturesof Grinnell,Gary and 
Bonfield. A German named Schneider, 
told where Grinnell lived, and showed a 
plot of Aldine Square, and on July 4th 
Hronek, Copek and witness went in 
search of the house. They finally found 
the house and took a good look at it. 
. WANTED TO KILL THE PRESIDENT. 
On the way home Hronek said Presi­ 
dent Cleveland had a narrow escape 
when on a visit here. 
At this time he 
< Hronek) had a bomb ready to throw at 
the Presidential carriage, but was pre­ 
vented by Schneider and Nikolunda. 
Hronek’s plans were to kill Bonfield 
first, but on talking it over with Copek 
he decided to put an end to Judge Grin­ 
nell first. He said that if no better op­ 
portunity offered he would go into the 
courtroom and throw a bomb at the 
Judge. Then if the police tried to cap­ 
ture him he would use a bomb on them 
and if this failed he had a revolver and 
would shoot the officers and then him­ 
self. If he got a chance at Grinnell or 
Gary on the street he would use a knife. 
HRONEK THREW THE HAYMARKET BOMB. 
Chleboun admitted reluctantlv that he 
was an Anarchist and had drilled with 
the Lehr and Wehr Verein in the old 
days before the Haymarket episode. He 
also said he had gone to Copek’s house 
to receive instructions in the art of mak­ 
ing dynamite. He paid two dollars for 
the lesson but did not learn anything. 
He said Hronek had told him on the trip 
to Riverside that he was the man who 
threw the bomb at the Haymarket. At 
first Chleboun did not believe this, but 
after he saw bombs in Hronek’s posses­ 
sion he thought it was the truth, and a 
few weeks later he told Attorney Fischer 
about it. He had told none else prior to 
this. At this point an adjournment was 
taken until to-morrow.

Featherweight Pugilists 
Fight to the Finish. 


h a v lin u n m er c ifu lly fo u n d ed 


Successful Introduction of Califor 
ilia Fruits in Eastern 
Markets.

San F r a n c isc o , November 27.—The 
feather weights, Jack Havlin and Tommy 
Warren, met at the rooms of the Cali­ 
fornia Athletic Club to-night and fought 
for a purse of $1,000. According to stip­ 
ulations the men entered the ring at 118 
pounds; 
both 
men 
appeared 
excellent 
condition. 
When Havlin 
arrived here from the East a few 
weeks ago he weighed 135 pounds 
and it has only been by severe training 
that his weight was reduced to the re­ 
quired standard. Cro vds began to gather 
at the club rooms to-night long before 
the hour set for the fight, and by the 
time the two pugilists entered the ring 
there were one thousand persons present. 
Hiram Cook, of this city, was referee. 
THEY ENTER THE RING, 
The contestants entered the ring to­ 
gether and were given an enthusiastic 
reception. Time was called at 9:15. 
Warren opened the round by pushing 
Havlin to the floor. The latter quickly 
regained his feet and an interchange of 
light blows followed. Warren had the 
best of the round. 
At the beginning of the second round 
Warren forced the fighting and planted 
several telling blows on llavlin’s face. 
Red spots appeared at once on the lat­ 
ter’s eyes and forehead. 
In the third round he drove Havlin 
around the ring at a lively pace, raining 
blows upon the latter’s head, some oí 
which were returned. 
FIRST BLOOD. 
The fourth round opened with the 
sharpest kind of fighting. Warren led 
with one hand after the other and kept 
Havlin moving all around the ring; 
starting a copious flow of blood from 
Havlin’s nose, and by the time the round 
closed, Havliu’s face and body were 
coated with blood. Havlin was knocked 
down twice this round by-terrific blows 
on the head. 
The next two rounds were but repeti­ 
tions of the preceding, and Havlin ap­ 
peared to be getting groggy, but fresh­ 
ened in the seventh. 
UAVLIN’S PITIABLE APPEARANCE. 
Up to the twentieth round there were 
but few knock-downs, but Warren 
pounded Havlin so severely all the time 
that the latter presented a most pitiable 
appearance. His eyes, noBe and lips 
were terribly 
swollen 
and every 
part of 
his 
face 
covered with 
blood. 
In fact 
the 
blood was 
so thick that there was hardly a part of 
his face or chest through which the 
white skin could show. Daring the last 
few rounds he was unable to strike a 
blow, while Warren appeared as fresh as 
at the beginning of the contest, and his 
swollen lips were the only disfigurement 
to he seen about him. 
GOOD STAYING QUALITIES. 
In the twenty-third round Havlin was 
knocked down five times, but notwith­ 
standing his weakness be rose to bis 
feet quickly every time. 
In the twenty-fourth round he was 
sent to the floor six times. Warren 
forced him all over the ring, and as soon 
as he would rise to his feet w'ould knock 
him down again. Havlin’s gameness 
was wonderful; he would not wait to 
take advantage of the ten seconds al­ 
lowed him, but would rise promptly after 
every fall. 
GAME TO THE LAST. 
When time was called for the twenty- 
fifth round Havlin looked as if he had 
been butchered and a number of specta­ 
tors called to him to give up the fight. 
He had determined, however, to stand 
the punishment as long as possible, and 
stepped to the center of the ring only to 
be forced against the ropes and received 
a staggering blow in the face, which sent 
him to the floor. This time he rose 
barely within the required time and was 
hardly upon his feet when Warren strnck 
him again and he fell face down­ 
ward 
across 
the 
lower 
ropes. 
Even this time he attempted to rise and 
was upon liis knees when the timekeep­ 
ers announced the expiration of the ten 
seconds. 
Amid intense excitement Referee 
Hiram Cook announced that Warren 
was the winner of the fight, and Havlin 
was carried to his corner by his seconds.

it. The Times counsel said the book 
contained letters and official communica­ 
tions respecting certain persons, and it 
was desirable they should not be pub­ 
lished. 
Justice Hannen said it was 
highly desirable that the whole book, in­ 
cluding the column headed “ Motives,” 
be produced. Special entries relating to 
certain persons ought not, perhaps, to be 
disclosed. He suggested that Sir Charles 
Russell inspect the book; then if they 
did not agree the judges themselves 
would inspect them. 
Other policsmen testified at length 
concerning the outrages. 
Inspector Davis said he had discovered 
that there was an inner circle of the 
League which organized Fenians to exe­ 
cute the League’s behests. On being 
cross-examined he declined to give the 
name of his informant. Reid pressed 
him for the name, and the witness said 
that the man who gave him the informa­ 
tion was not in the way of the police. He 
was a member of the League and had 
taken no part in the work of the inner 
circle. 
Sir Charles Russell applied to the 
Times counsel to include in their particu­ 
lars the letter purporting to be signed by 
O’Kelly. Attorney-General Webster op 
posed the inclusion of the letter on the 
ground that it was an attempt on the part 
of Messrs. LewiB to obtain information to 
the Ti mes case to which they were not 
entitled. Justice Hannen reserved his 
decision.
